speaker,.and thus weaken the 
effort.” 

The above statement, toa 
large extent, also covers the 
ground that I have been trying 
to write about, concerning im- 
proper language. It would take 
an expert to accent every word 
just right and put every verb 
just where it belongs, but we 
should be able to so talk that 
the audience will not be con- 
scious of the fact’that he is 


talking any language. Use 
neither “big” words nor very 
poor ragged words, just the 


common language of every day 
life. 

Fourth, he should be holy. 
When the pastor steps into the 
church house, all ‘eyes in the 


where he sits, they watch him 
when he sings; they lay hold of 
every movement he makes while 
preaching; they catch every 
word as it falls from his lips, he 
may make a blunder in some ex- 
pression and not know it, but at 
once he is. aware of a_ smile 
stealing over the face of some 
good sister, and a girl giggling 
in the back of the house, then, 
perhaps he wonders what he has 
done. 

As the eagle watches for the 
prey, and as the bride watches 
for the coming of the bride- 
groom, so the church watches 
the pastor, therefore, he should 
be holy; his life should com- 
mand the respect of the saint 
and sinner. How pure he should 
be as he comes in and goes out. 

As a man of’God the church 
should reverence him for the 
position he holds, as a spiritual 
guide among spiritual beings, 
he should be honored for the 
position he holds. On the other 
hand his life and conduct should 
be such as to command this 
respect. His conversation 
should be chaste, pure, season- 
ed with salt of grace. 

His business dealings with the 
world should be upright, and 
such as not to be a stumbling 
stone for the cause of Christ. 
His home should be a pattern 
or model, a place where he 
meets with God from which he 
goes out to bless the church 
and the world. 

It should be a place of hos- 
pitality, good cheer, where souls 
come, get blessed and go away 
feeling that they had met some- 
thing of the’ Divine. ‘ 

Of course there will be some 
secret corner.of the home where 
the pastor spends hours in 
prayer, hours in soul travail 
that the world knows nothing 
about. While others are work- 
ing, or may be sleeping, eating, 
or visiting the pastor is praying. 

Fifth, he should live in such

Jesus was approachable, when 
He saw that.it was best, the 
most humble got a hearing from 
Him. He was ready to talk to 
a poor fallen woman and tell 
her that He was the Christ, or 
preach a sermon to thousands 
on the mount. Christ mingled 
with the people, children played 
at His feet: weary mothers with 
their sick children received a 
kind look and a sympathizing 
word; rough, sun-tanned fisher- 
men crowded around Him and 
yet Jesus did not become com- 
mon.

Prayer—A Great Re- 
vival Sweeps the 
Country.

. Prof. Thomas Nicholson, of 
Carvell College, relates an expe- 
rience on his first circuit that 
impresses anew the old lesson 
of the place of prayer in the 
work of God. 

There had not been a revival 
on that circuit in years, and 
things were not spiritually hope- 
ful. During more than four 
weeks the preacher had preach- 
ed faithfully, visiting from 
house to house, in stores and 
shops and out of way places and 
had done everything he could. 

On the fifth Monday night 
was seen many of the official 
members at lodges but only a 
corporal’s guard at the church. 

From that meeting the pastor 
went home cast down in despair. 
He resolved to spend that night 
in prayer, so on locking the door 
he took a Bible and hymn book 
and began to inquire more dili- 
gently of the Lord. 

Though the meetings had 
been the subject of hours of 
earnest prayer, only God knows 
the anxiety and the faithful, 
prayerful study of that night. 
Near the dawn a great peace 
and a full assurance came that 
God would surely bless the plan 
which had been decided upon 
and a text was chosen which he 
felt sure was of the Lord. Drop- 
ping upon the bed the pastor 
slept about two hours, arose 
hastily, breakfasted and went 
nine miles to the far side of the 
circuit to visit some sick people, 
and all day the assurance of a 


- revival increased. 


Toward night a_ pouring of 
rain set in, the roads were heavy 
and we reached home wet, sup- 
perless and a little late, only to 
find no fire in the church, no 
lights and in fact no sign at all 
of service. 

The janitor had concluded 
that the rain would prevent the 
service for that night. But we 
changed the order, rang the 
bell and prepared for war, Three 
young men formed the congre- 
gation, but in that full assur- 
ance the pastor delivered the 
message which had. been prayed 
out the preceding night, as earn- 
estly and as fully as if the house 
had been crowded, then made a 
personal appeal to each young 
man in turn. Two yielded and 
testified before the service clos- 
ed. The tired pastor went to a 
sweet rest and on rising next 
morning a little later than usual 
found that one of the young 
men was going from store to 
store throughout the town tell- 
ing of his wonderful deliverance 
and exhorting the people to get 
salvation. 


The next night the church 
was filled, night after night con- 
versions occurred until in the 
time of two weeks we heard 144 
people testify in forty-five min- 
utes. All the points of that cir- 
cuit saw a blaze of revival that 
winter and family after family 
came into the church until the 
membership was more than 
trebled. Out of that meeting, 
one convert is a successful pas- 
tor in the Michigan conference, 
another is the wife of the choic- 
est of our pastors and a third 
was in the ministry for a num- 
ber of years and then joined an- 
other denomination where he is 
faithful to-day. 

Probably none of the mem- 
bers ever knew of the pastor’s 
night of prayer, but he verily 
believes that God does, for the 
man who thus prays God will 
reward, and he is certain that 
more things are wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams 
~of.

We must have God’s favor no 
matter what the cost may be. 
We must have His approval. We 
must not take the government 
out of His hands. To do so the 
Church would cease to be the 
Church of God. We must still 
held to the form given us by 
James, the Lord’s brother, when 
he said, “It seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost and us.” This was 
2 decision made in the fear of 
God. We must never leave the 
Spirit out and conform to mere 
legalism. Under our system we 
embrace the spiritual and hold 
our standing with God in prefer- 
ence to the governments of the 
world, however, we mean to be 
Jaw abiding citizens. But if 
there is any conflict God and 
Fiis government has the prefer- 
ence even if we have to suffer 
at the hands of the law which 
we will not resist. In their as- 
sembly under Jamés’ adminis- 
tration the councilors counseled, 
but they were very careful to 
have the “seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost” in their final set- 
tlement.

wonder if w2 have always been 
just us careful as they were. We 
have iried to be, but it is pos- 
sible for certz:in influences to 
cause a variation.
